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SGA Moves to Suspend LOGS 
Funding if Hutchison Doesn't Quit

The SGA council has moved to 
suspend funding to the Laurentian Off- 
Campus Students Association until their 
President, Paul Hutchison, resigns from 
his post. The LOGS executive have been 
unable to account for $1300 this year. The 
concern that was raised was that these 
missing funds constitute a substantial 
amount of money and Paul Hutchison 
must be held accountable. Since Paul was 
not in attendance at this meeting of SGA, 
the motion was tabled until the next 
meeting on March 12. 

Earlier this year SGA voted to 
only allocate money for a LOGS formal 
on condition that it was directly controlled 
by the Director of Finance of SGA. They 
then went on to vote an allocation of 
$400. 



This motion will not have an 
effect on any funding for this year as that 
money has already been allocated. The 
intent of this motion is to send a signal to 
heads of other campus organizations that 
they have to be responsible with their 
finances or they will find themselves cut 
off from SGA support. 

There were some members of 
council who felt that Paul should have 
known that this issue was going to be 
raised since the question of LOGS finances 
had been discussed iU previous meetings. 
They felt that something had to be done 
soon urging that the motion not be tabled. 

The treasurer of LOGS was in 
attendance and defended Paul Hutchison. 
He said that Paul had founded LOGS and 
even though he did make some mistakes.

LU Will Jump 
on 'green' 



If 52,000 households can work to 
help save the environment by participating 
in the Blue Box program, Laurentian 
University can surely do its part to, says 
the head of an environment committee at 
the University. 

The Presidential Advisory 
Committee on the Environment, chaired 
by geology professor Dr. David Pearson, 
is asking the university's budget 
committee for $60,000 to operate 
recycling programs on campus. 

"There will be 52,000 households 
in the region recycling parts of their 
household waste, and we think there's a 
responsibility on the rest of the 
community to do what it can," said 
Pearson. 

"We shouldn't just sit around and 
wait for someone to come along and do it 
for us. We should be showing some 
leadership."

Without a paper recycling 
program, paper will continue to go "into 
the ordinary garbage together with apple 
cores and pop cans and the kitchen 

garbage, and it ends up at the dump," said 
Pearson. 

The second proposal includes 
distributing 200 blue boxes for use by 
1 ,200 students living in the six residences, 
and in three cafeterias. 

Students could deposit recyclable 
waste in the blue boxes installed either in 
their apartments or in the common 
kitchen. Larger bins could be set up in 
the cafeterias. 

The University could either 
contract someone to pick up the materials 
or pay staff to deliver them to the 
recycling centre on Frobisher Street (off 
Falconbridge Road.)

iMTERIMATiONAL STUDENIT EXCHANGE PROGRAMS 



Dr. David Pearson wants Laurentian University 
students to start their own Blue Box recycling pro- 
grams in campus residences and cafeterias. 



Together with the newly formed 
Student Environment Committee, 
comprised of 12 Laurentian students, the 
advisory committee presented its two 
proposals to the budget committee Feb. 5. 

The first proposal is to cooperate 
with other organizations to find a market 
for recycling fine paper. 

Every week, the University 
produces between 300 and 600 kilograms 
of fine paper waste, paper from computer 
printouts, photocopiers and lecture notes. 

"That's too small an amount for 
us to be able to sell directly to a paper 
(recycling) company," said Pearson. 

He is recommending the 
University pool its used paper with waste 
from Inco and Falconbridge Ltd., the 
school boards, the Taxation Centre, the 
City of Sudbury and the Regional 
Municipality of Sudbury, to make it more 
marketable. 



The programs would cost about 
$60,000 to launch and $25,000 a year to 
operate. 

"We teach ideas at the University, 
ideas that have to do with looking after the 
planet, and we have to put our actions 
where our mouths are," said Pearson. 

"It's going to cost the University 
money, but we think it's worth it." 

Charles Belanger, acting president 
of Laurentian University, who initiated the 
advisory committee in April 1990, said 
the committee's "very forceful" 
presentations have proved to him "this is 
an initiative that is long-overdue." 

The budget committee is expected 
to reply by early March.

Over the years, the SGA has been receiving more and more comments and concerns regarding services and facilities for 
off campus students. Comments range from lack of information about services and activities to the absence of a sense of 
belonging/place on campus. 

In addition to the problems, solutions have also been suggested. For example, many students believe establishing an off 
campus facility could be a possible solution.
